STANLEY-BARTTELOT. 
Onrcaeo, II., Nov. 1.—A local paper 100 an 
interview with Capt. W. Stanhepe, who re- 
cently arrived in this city from Africa, regard- 


ing the Stanley-Barttelot unpleasantness. 


Stanhope, while saying he was not familiar 
with the nature of the trouble between the 
two men, was inclined to side strongly with 
Stanley. He said thatthe highest officials in 
Africa have giways thought Stanley a much 
superior man to Barttelot. ‘‘It is under- 
stood. said Stanhope, that Maj. 
Barttelot was neyer the equal of Stan- 
ley, who made new passages through 
untried countries, while Barttelot only trav- 
ersed the beaten paths of other explorers. It 
ia sheer nonsense to accept as truth the story 
that Stanley did not provide every pos- 
sible means to facilitate Maj. Bartte- 
lot’s progress. Stanley is known in Africa to 
have accepted every situation under qual 
conditions with bis men. Successes and pri- 
vations were shared alike. The great secret 
of it all is that Maj. Barttelot was insanely 
jeaious of Stanley. 

Capt. Stanhope added that he knew, as all 
Africa did, that Barttelot’s treatment of the 
natives was awful; that he expected an undne 
amoeumt of military precision from them, and 
that his treatment caused numerous rebellions 
among them which called for the most severe 
disciplinary measures. 


Mineral Reseurces of Canada. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Nov. 1.—The members ef 
the Iron and Steel Institate and the German 
Steel Association arrived yesterday from the 
Sudbury nickel mines. The civic reception 
commenced with an at home’’ in the Rus- 
seli House last night. Sir John McDonald, 
Premier of Canada, Sir John Thompson and 
other Cebinet Ministers were present. To- 
day the visitors will be entertained at 
luncheon by the Dominion Government before 
doparting for Montreal. At Sudbury Thurs- 
day the Vivian mine was visited, At this mine 
100 tons of ore are consumed daily, and em- 
ployment is given to 170 men. The works of 
the Dominion Mineral Co. were inspected. 
These works use from 160 to 200 tons of ore per 
day, abd employ from 850 to 400hands. The 
Btobie mines were visited, and the party were 
taken to the Standard Oli Co.’s mine. 

Geo. J. Snelas, Vice-President of the Insti- 
tute, was asked to give his views regarding 
the mineral wealth of the Sadbury district in 
iron and copper and in nickel. He saw evi- 
dences of what io his opinion will prove valu- 
able veins of iron ore, and he believed at lo- 
cations of reasopable accessibility. He was 
satisfied that the whole Lake Superior region 
is rich with iron that will develop undoubted- 
ly in the future on alarge scale, He said he was 
astonished as he went through that country 
to discover such immense minéral resources 
and apparently of such easy sccess. He was 
very much Interested as he was aiso surprised 
to see to whatan extentthe copper mines of 
Budbury are being developed. He was 
amazed at the inexhaustible niekel deposits. 
Accustomed to look upon nickel as a rare 
metal only found in New Oaledonia and to «a 
limitea extent in Pennsylvania, it was al- 
most beyond belief that there should be run- 
ning through the wilds ‘of the Sudbury Dis- 
trict such incalculable quantities, With the 
utility of the alloy of nickel with steel es- 
tablished and the extent té which it may be 
used, governed by the cost of the nickel, the 
development of Oanada’s resources in this 
metal must depend upon the facility with 
which it may be obtained. The discovery of the 
stronger and more ductile properties of steel 
when mixed with @ickel will now, he said, be 
made more avaliable dy the lowering of the 
price of the expensive metal. 


Protective Tariff in Russia. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 1.—The State De- 
partment bas just received from the Un 
States Legation at St. Petersburg the Engl 
transiation of the imperial ukase issued Au- 
gust 16 (28), raising the customs tariff 20 per 
cent om some and 40 per cent on other articies 
of commerce. 

Concerning this ukase Mr. Wurts, the Sec- 
retary of Leaation, says: ‘‘This law was not 
expected, as it was know that some sanalo- 
gous measure wus in contemplation awaiting 
a general revision of the tariff of the Empire, 
and it is limitea by its firet article to July 1, 
1801, before which date it is expected that the 
work of revision wil} be accomplished.

his native place and sailed for Cuba, where 
some of his relativcs were settled and influes- 
tial members of the community. Soon after 
bis arrival at Havana he entered into bus 
ness partnership with his uncle, Lorenzo 
Pedro. They conducted a/ large wholesale 
provision house, which made a speciality of 
supplying the piantations on the island. After 
enjoying great prosperity the partners separ- 
ated amicably, and then Juan Pedro turned 
his attention to sugar planting. In this bual- 
ness he amassed the most of his great wealth, 
and was still engaged in its pursuit up to the 
time of his death. 
PEDRO’S PLANTATIONS, 

He was the owner of two big plantations, 
one khown as La Conchita“ at the village of 
Union) or Alfonso III., as it is variously 
styled, and another named ‘‘The Assump · 
tion ou the bay shore at Mariel.

The — Jury Makes a Sensa- 
rt to Judge Nermile of the 
Criminal Court—Strong Language Used

materialize ‘this morning. It was reported 
that Mr. Robert Hanepieter, one of the jurors;

Pit, however, we consider only the more 
obvious objections to the system we find the 
following: First, the evidence it considers is 
entirely ex-parte and its sessions are secret, 
both of which are in violation of the spirit of 
our institution and subversive of justice.

Inthis way many a criminal is con- 
victed or set at liberty only afterfrom six to 
ten trials, during the pendency of which the 
witnessca have died, disappeared, deen 
suborned or have found the burden of going 
to court repeatediy so great that they have 
committed suicide. In feudal or ancient 
times the tendency ofthe common law was 
toward protecting the common people from 
the aggressions of their rulers. 
THE SAFEGUARDS 
then thrown around the accused were com- 
mendable, but now that the sovereign people 
have replaced an oligarchy as rulers these 
features of the law which were then safe- 
uards have become obstructions and sub- 
ersive of justice. What is needed is not that 
she people should be protected frem their 
ere, but that society sheuld be protected 
from the criminal. 

„Tue gentiemen of the bar have been in- 
structed in the schools that the law ae it 
stande is the aggregated wisdom of the ages, 
and as such they venerate it and look upon 
any change oe vandalism, and 
refusing to recognize the fact that 
changed conditions of society sheuld 
bring new methods of procedure, The pres- 
ent Grand-jury has spent nearly three 
weeks la the consideration of cases,every one 
of which could have been disposed ‘of by the 
Criminal “yr ore promptly, more eco- 
nomicall and with an equal or greater 
degree o Justice than in hearing one side 
could display.

On 
the 2th day ef November, 1871, John Calvin 
Adams died, and petitioner turther says 
that on the 5th day of August, 1872, she, pe- 
titioner, gave birth te a female child, the 
offspring ot said marriage with John Calvin 
Adams. Her husband being then dead, and 
im deference to the wishes of her mother and 
family, she eontimnued to use the name of 
Blennerhassett, and her child has always been 
known and called Mary Bilenuserhas- 
sett. Petitioner further says that 
her mother and all ether members 
of her family, save and except her twin 
brother, Richard B. Blennerbassett, now be- 
ing dead, and her family patronymic of Bien- 
nerhaseett being a historic name in this 
country and one of which Doth petitioner and 
her family are justiy proud, she desires in 
connection with the name of ber deceased 
husband to use her family name of Blenner- 
haesett. Since the death of her hus- 
bend she has acquired certain real 
and personal propert of which she 
is now the sole Owner and the title Whereef is 
vested in her maiden name of Therese 
Blennerhassett. For the protection and pres- 
ervation of her property and fer the purpose 
of procuring its proper distribution in event 
of death she believes that it is preper and 
right that by a 6 and decree ofa 
court her name sbail be fixed and established 
beyond peradventure. Wherefore she prays 
the court to fix and establish her legal name 
as Therese Blennerbassett Adams. 

STORY OF A SECRET MARRIAGE. 

The story opened up by this remarkable 
etition ie fully as remarkable as the petition 
tself, and is in thorough keeping with the 
romance that seems always to attach itself te 
the name“ ot Blennerhassett. As developed 
thig morning from investigations made by 
the PosT- DISPATCH, it tells of asecret mar- 
riage, a brief honeymoon, a sudden tragedy, 
a life-long silence and the ‘‘adoption’’ of a 
giri-baby by its own mother, unraveling a 
Plot that im material and dramatic sequence is 
equaltoth tof any novel thatever wrought 
up the sensibilities of ite fascinated readers. 

About seventeen years age, it is believed in 
1873, Miss Blennerbassett, the petitioner in 
the present case, was secretly married to one 
Adams, a traveler for a.

To her friends aud to the world Mre. Adams, 
the bride and widow withia a month, was still 
Miss Blenaerhasset. No whisper of the secret 
marriage ceremony performed in the hotel 
parior at Odin bad ever gotten 
out; there was not the faintest 
suspicion of the daughter of ene of St. Louis’ 
proudest families being the beroine of both a 
romance and a tragedy.

These grounds of attachment were put in 
issue by a plea in abatement and «a trial 
on the plea im abatement suited in a 
verdict sustaining the attachment, though 
the courtf.und no evidence to sustain tne 
third ground and so instructed the jury. A 
motion for a new trial was made which Judge 
Klein passed on to-day. Tne Instructions of 
the court. had beer attacked by 
counsel for defendant Loth and Judge 
Klein considered each point separately. Here 
is the most interesting paragraph of his opin- 
on: A careful consideration of the sixth 
instraction, which the counsel for the de- 
fendants have singled out as the one contain- 
ing the chief error in the case, leads the Court 
toafirmer conviction that it lays down che 
la correctly. The facts therein stated aad 
required to be found by the jury, on 
which the declaration of lav ttierein 
contained was predicated, were n 
undisputed. Upon the advice of ceunsel, 
they say, the defendants had withdrawa at Fh 
the bank the money on deposit there aed had 
removed the cash which accumulated in their 
safe and they had taken this money, upwards 
of $3,700, home in currency, aad bad placed it 
to A bureau drawer because they 
. attachment suite and 

they wishea to prevent the 
money from being attached. This was after 
their insolvent condition h been made 
known to their merchandise ereditore, after 
their confidential creditors had been paid or 
secured; after they had paid their counsel

He concludes: ‘‘Upon the whole case it ap- 
pears that the defendants have had a fair and 
impartial trial, and that the verdict Was war- 
ranted by the evidence adduced, and the ends.

A TERRIBLE ORIME. 


A Young Weman Hurle Two Childrea From 
a Bridge 65 Feet High. 


BUFFALO, N. V., Nov. 1.—~One of the most 
terrible murders ever known in the history of 
Erie County was committed at Akron, twenty- 
four miles east of this city, last night. A. 
young woman named Sarah Meullin, aged 
19, formerly living in Buffalo, but lately re: 
siding with Mre. Patrick Brow in Akron, en- 


- ticed Delia Brown, aged 6 years, and Nellie 


May Connors, aged 10, on to the Akron Cement 
Works Narrow-gauge Rallroad bridge, neight 
65 feet, over Murder Creek. All ot a sudden 
she pushed Delia Brown over the side of the 
bridge and then grabbed Nellie Connors and 
huried her into the precipice below. Nellie 
was instantly killed, but fortunately little 
Delia Brown iives to tell the terrible tale as 
related. Her little arms and legs are broken, 
and although terribly bruised it is thought 
she will recover. Last night the citizens of 
Akron searched for the missing girls and 
found them at about? o’cleck this morning, 
For several hours little Delia had laid on the 
stones at the side of the creek unable to 
move. She said to Constable Burns that Sarah 
bad hard work in pushing Nellie Connors 
over the side of the bridge and came very 
near failing over herself. 

After committing the act Sarah McMillen 
returned to Mr. Brown’s house and said to 
Mr. Brown: I am going away. Perhaps you 
will not see me again,’’ at the same time ex- 
tending der hand. Mrs. Brown thought she 
„was feoling, wher Saran again spoke up: 
Woll, if you won’t shake bands with me, 
all right,’’ and went out. 

Her actions excited the curiosity of the 
family. Sarah started for the bridge over the 
mill dam at Akron about 10 feet high, and 
arriving at the place stepped in between the 
iron braces and jumped into the water, which 
is several feet deep. Simon Brown saw her 
and ram to the spotand rescued Sarah from 
drowning. No reason is assigned tor the

The St. Louis Merchant Wrote 
to- Dr. J. K. Bauduy Just Be- 
fore Killing Himself 


And-Gave the Physician the Rea- 
sons Which Prompted Him 
to Bnd His Existence.

Mie-Heart-Rending References te His Fam- 
ily—Dr. Bauduy Says That Mr. Calvert 
Was Not Ie Mis Bight Miad, Altheugh 
Able to Attead te BSusiness—The Peculiar 
Form ef Insanity With Which He Was 
Afflicted—Bis er te Regain His Lest 
Health. . 


Dr. J. K. Bauduy can probably throw mere 
light on the cause ef Wiliiam H. Oalvert’s 
Geath in Chicago Thursday evening than any 
man living. I received the last letter be 
wrote,’’ sald the doctor when called upon at 
bis residence by a POST-DISPATOH reporter 
this morning, and in ithe tells me why he

the letter“ was written in Mr. Calvert’s Chi- 
Gago house that afternoon, and probably 
withia an hour of his suicide, as he shot him- 
self, the papers say, about 6 o’clock Thurs- 
day evening, and I have no doubt that this 
letter in my hand is the last one that poor 
Oalvert ever wrote, aud that almost his last 
words were addressed to me. 

Dr. Bauduy thereupon toek out the letter, 
opened it, exhibiting a letter written on the 
moe paper ot the Vane-Caivert Paint Co., 
No. 21 Randolph street, Chicage. It was 
Gated Oct. 30, at Chicago, and was all on one 
page, consisting of only six or seven lines, 
the last one of which the docter permitted the 


reporter to read. The writing was ina good, 
élear band and gave no evidence of the agita- 
tion the writer musthave been in when he 
wrote these words:

A DASHING DOCTOR. 


4 datt Agaiast Him for Diverce Brings « 
Seandal te Light. 


Trenton, N. J., Nov. 1.—Dr. Henry B. Cos- 
till, the city physician of Trenton, unknown 
to his acquaintances, was the defendant in 3 
divorcee sult since last spring. Notwithstand- 
ing he was married, he courted a young lady 
ot good connections and became engaged te 
her. Several months ago it came out that 
owing to some sort ofecomplication his wed- 
ding cou id net take place, and ever since 
then there has been a cood deal of gessip. On 


June 23, 1889, Dr. Oostill married Bells F. 
Brightmire, a beautiful girl im Freehold, aud 
she it is who ise now applying for the divorce. 
In her application she declares that Dr. Ces- 
till deserted her tmmediately after their 
honeymoon which lasted only 8 
days. Her story is that she first met 9 
Costill in Freehold in 1877. He was studying 
medicine and each was 19 years old. On the 
Gate giver above they went to Manasquan, « 
seaside town below Freehold, and were made 
man and wife by@he Rev. Frederick T. Brown. 
The minister’s wife and son witnessed the 
marriage, end as the wife’s story goes agreed 
to keep it secret, the young medical student 
explaining that bis means would not — 
their going to E From Manas- 
quan they went to Briellé, where they re- 
mained four days ata hotel. Then they 
returned to Freehold and the wife went to the 
home of her mother. A few monthe later Dr. 
Costill went te Rocky Hill, near Prince- 
ton, and opened an offiee.

THE BRIDGE BANDTIS. 


A New York Farmer Serieusly Weunded by 
a Masked Robber.

He 
made a pass with it at the intruder. The 
would-be-assassian dodeed the biow and at 
the same time fired a bullet from his weapen 
at Mr. Birdsall. The latter fell with a wound 
under the left collar bone that extended 
through to his back. The masked man then 
left the premises without securing any booty. 
Mr. Birdsall after a while got up and pro- 
cured ape ax.

Farmer Birdsall returned home 
with the bullet in his pocket. It was a nar- 
row escape from death.

TAN IRREGULAR MARKET. 


UNCERTAINTY IN NEW YORK STOCKS 
CAUSES @REAT EXCITEMENT. 


The Large Amount Offered fer Liqnidatica 
Disturbs the Market—A Stringer ia 
Money—Eailroad Stoeks and Sugar Cer- 
tifleates—Inafiaence of the Fereign Mar- 
ket—A Brighter Oatleek. 


New Yor, Nev. 1. 
HE opening of the 
stock market was de- 
cidedly usfaverabile 
te the bulls, not so 
much because of the 
declize im prices, as 
on account of the 
large amount of stock 
in the bands ot 
brokers with selling 
orders, and of the 
difficulty that those 
whe wished te borrow money to earry stocks 
met with in obtaining it. After the close oi 
bdsiness on the Steck Exchange it became 
evident that many whe had been holding 
stocks for a rise were hard pressed for money 
to make their margins good, and there was 
some lively hustiing to obtain cash. 
RISE IN INTEREST NOTES. 

The rate of interest, which has bees low 
during the week, rose with great rapidity 
from 4 to 80, and it was fora time very dim. 
cult to obtain momey at the outer figure. 
Capitaliste, who were opposed to the stock 
market falling, came tothe front with about 
$1,000,000 in cash, and this caused the rate of 
interest to ge down, although not as much as 
bad been expected; 2% per est was freely 
paid, and 30 was asked. On the opening this 
merning the same rates prevailed, and the 
rate soon rose to 30. The baaks bad con- 
tracted their loans in order to 
meet dividend payments, and those who 
carried large limes of stocks met with great 
éiMcuity in obtainizsg accommodation. As 
usual Sugar Trust certificates were a disturb- 
ing influence, opinions as to the true signif- 
cance ofthe report published on Thursday 
varying widely. The uncertainty in regard to 
these securities affected the entire market, 
and helped to draw eut railroad securities, as 


holders of these, who were also owners of Su- 
gar Trust, seid their raiiread stocks in order 
to obtain money for margins. 

RAILROAD SECUKITIES. 

The rail:oad steeks were strongly sustained 
and but for the tightness of the money mar- 
ket, which precipitated iiquidation oa a large 
scale, they weuld have risen sharply. At 
every symptom of strength, however, an im- 
mense amount of stock was offered for sale 
and this checked every advance. Later in the 
Gay heavy selling orders from London were 
received, and this very considerably increased 
the depression, especially as it was believed 
that more would soos be sent. The Gizancial 
stringency will pot, itis thought, centinue 
long, as the money paid in dividends will seon 
be returned tothe banks, or find its way te 
Wall street, while large sums are on their 
way from the Westin payment for fall pur- 
chases. There is astrong bullish feeling in 
Western railroad stecke, based upon reports 
of increased earnings, and an advance is 
looked for if the sales for liquidatiog are not 
so heavy as toswamp the market. Reports 
of a breakin the Reading peel caused that 
stock to deciine, but the rumers were contra- 
Gieted and a recovery took piace. There is 
not believed to be the smallest chanee of ang- 
thing like a panic, and the opinion is freely 
expressed that as son asthe present tempo- 
rary striagency is relieved an advance will 
take place. 

TRADING TO-DAY. 

The stook market this morning was a con- 
tinuation of yesterday, the general list being 
very Gull and stagnant, and outside of Sagar 
Refineries and Reading, there was absolutely 
no feature in the dealings. The opening 

ricés were irreguiar as compared with 
ast might’s figures, but tbe changes 
were slight in all cases. Pressure 
upon Reading and Sugar made each of them 
active and the forwer retired 1% per cest to 
83%, and the latter 1% to 654%. Even in those 
shares dullmess became most marked toward 
the end ef the hour, and, at 11 o’clock, the 
market was dull and fairly steady butat slight 
fractions beiow first prices.

PRECIOUS METALS. 
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Extensive Deposits Found id the Meuntains 
ef Indian Territory. 


Kansas Crrr, Mo., Nov. 1.—All Geubt that 
there are rich deposits of precious metals and 
jead in the Arbuckle and Wichita Mountains 
in the Chickasaw Nation, I. T., has 
been set at rest by the investigation of an 
expert sent to that region by a Kansas City 
newspaper whose report has just been re- 
ceived. The only prespect hole so far sunk 
is eight miles from Tishomingo, the Obicka- 
saw capital. A company has been formed 
which has secured oontrol of twenty-five 
square miles. In the prespect shaft the up- 
per crust ok stratum is quartzite formation 
three feet in thickness under which isa 
stratum of gangue. Beneath the gan isa 
large layer of decomposed quartz and sand 
four feet in thickness cevering a micaceeus 
granite and quartz lead running nerthwest 
and southeast. 

The Arbuckle Mountains are a range of hills 
200 or 300 feet high, but they undeubtedly 
possess mineral bearing qualities of great 
Value, Lead exists in rich quantities. The 
famous silver mines of the ancient Spaniards 
were visited and traces still exist of the 
crude methods used in the earlier days in 
extracting the precious metais. The Spanish 
mines are located en Spring Creek in the 
Arbuckle Mountains, and there is evidently 
sufficient low * ore yet to pay $80 to $100 
to the ton with the later improved methods of 
extracting the ore. 


Coppor ia New Jersey. 


New Yoru, Nev. 1.—Cepper has been found 
on a farm at Midalebush, a few miles from 
New Brunewick, N. J. A quantity of ore was 
sentto this city for iaspection yesterday 
which assays 30 per cent of copper. The

It is also neticeabie that the 

West for the first time has taken asbare in the 

record breaking of the year, the athietes of 

the Detroit Athletic Club having particularily 
distin guished themeeives in this respect. 

RECORDS KNOCKED OUT EARLY. 
While the outdoer atbietic season really be- 
gins only with the sunny, muscie-relaxing 


days of May, the athletes did not wait for the 
track and field to dry, but commenced their 
record breaking feats as early as April 12, 
when atthe Amateur Athletic Usion indoor 
championship meeting at Boston J. 8. Miteh- 
ell, the big Irish weight threwer, tossed the 
56-pouasd weight 15 ft. 2 in. in the alr, 2 inches 
bigher than the best previous record. George 
Gray, ot the New York Athletic Club, who 
breaks a record at almost every meeting at 
the same games put the %-pound shot 
33 ft. IIXM in., the old world’s record baving 
been 33 ft. 8 in. In the pole vauit fer distance 
A. H. Green of Harvard broke the old record 
of 25 ft. 5 in. by a vault of 26 ft. 1% in. Fred 
O. Puffer ef the New York Athletie Club ran 
the 200 yard hurdle race in 268-58, and while 
this technically becomes a world’s record, no 
very great merit is attached to the perform- 
ane, a hurdie race at that distance having 
never before been run. In thetwo mile race 
Willie Day, also ofthe New Jersey Athietic 
Club, gave promise of his future work by 
covering that distance in 9m. 39 25s8., only 
four-fifths of a secend behind what was then 
the American eutdeer record. 
RECORDS AT THE BERKELEY OVAL. 

The next important meeting was that of the 
Berkeley Athietic Club, at the Berkeley Oval, 
May 17. C. H. Sherrillof Yale and the New 
York Athletic Club, who earlier in tbe spring 
hed run 100 yards im 10 seconds, re- 

eated the performance, and kaif an hour 

ater ran the 160 yards in 144-5 seconds, this 
time just equalling the best English per- 
formance for that distance and bettering the 
American by one-fifth of a second. Then W. 
C. Downs, the Harvard representative of the 
New York Athietic Club, equalled the World’s 
record for running yards, doing the 
distance in lm. 112-58. The Engiish record for 
this distence is three-fifths of a second 
slower. And onthe same fast track, Willie 
Day, although running lame all the way, beat 
the American two-mile record of om. 38 8-58. 
held by E. C. Carter, by 6 2-56 seconds. His 
time for the intermediate distances in this 
race—1% miles in 5m. 49s8.; for 1% miles, 7m. 
2 4-58. ; 1% miles, 8m. 18 1.5s.—was also faster 
than ever made im America befere, the best 
previous records for these distances having 
been 6m. 38. 7m. 12 1-58 and 
Sm. 32 2-5s., respectively. On Dec- 
oration Day, at the games of the 
New York Athletic Club, Day repeated his 
brilliant performance by breaking the 2%, 
Qe, 2% and 8-miile records, his time for these 
distances being 10m. 524-5s.,as against the old 
record of IIm. 2l6.; 12m. 103-58., against 12m. 
88 2-58.; 13m. 28 1-5s., against 13m. 5Sés., and 
l4m. 39s., against his own previous best 
American record of 15m. 8s. 

Jo return to the Bertxeley games. The 
„Streak of record breaking seemed to have 
infected the hurdling aleo. For ever twenty 
years Englishmen—four of them—had beld 
records of just 1686. for the 120 bur4a- 
les.’ On this day, however, H. 
L. Williams of Yale, another New 
York Athletic Club athiete, beat A. A. Jor- 
dan’s American record of 161-58, and thus 
equaied the English time. The same athiete 
In his trial heat of the 220-yard hurdies broke 
the world’s record of 26 2-58. by ‘‘tepping the 
sticks’’ in 26 4-5s., but it didn’t zo asa world’s 
record, because just haifa minute before, in 
the preceeding heat, J. FP. Lee, N. I. s De 
and Harvard, did 253-58. In the final heat 
Williams ram faster still, but so did Lee, and 
for tbe third time in that day the 220-yard 
hurdle world's record was beaten, the Her- 
vard man doing 25 2-58, with the Yalensian a 
short yard behind. 

Two weeks later, at the 
championships, Lee still further reduced 
figures to 25s. 

SINCE THE BERKELEY GAMES, 

Since the Berkeley games Williams has twice 
equaled 166. Ducharme of the Detroit Ath- 
letic Club won the American championship in 
the same time, and H. F. Copland of the Men- 
hattan Athietic Club has done even better, 
having covered 121 yardsin i6s. The only 
other hurdiing record broken during — — 
was Wiiliams’ 134s. for the 100- yard hurdles, 
which supplarmted A. A. Jordan’s 13 4-68. Will- 
lams made this record at the M. A. C. games 
Sept. 20. N 

Travers Island, on June 7, was the scene of 
some more great performances with the 
weights. After having defeated all competi- 
tors lu the 16-pound shot putting competition 
George Gray, in a series of exhibitions, estab- 
lished four new world's records. The 14 pound 
shot he put 47 ft. 7% m., as against the old 
record of 46 it. 8% in.; the 16- pound shot, 4 
t., as against 45 t. 2 in.; the 18-pound, 41 ft. 
9% in., against 87 ft. 6in., and the 21- pound, 88 
ft. 8% in., against 35 ft. 10 in. Sept. 20, at the 
Manhattan Athietio Club, Gray again broke 
the 16-pound record by a put of 46 ft. 2 la., and 
he broke his seventh world's record fer the 
season Oct. 4 at the fall games of the N. I. A. C. 
at Travers Island by putting the 12-pound 
shot 68ft. II in. The old record was 52 ft. 2 in, 

Wendell Baker’s record of 47%s. for the 
quarter mile was the next to be attached, and 
the question of whether this was succcessfuily 
done or not still remains unsettied. In the 
latter part of July W. C. Downs ran at Beacon 
Park, Boston, on the same track where Baker 
made his fast time, and did the distance in 
472-56. It was claimed thatthe track was 20 
feet short, though, und as nothing bas been 
proven one way or the other the record is still 
in abeyance. 

At the A. A, U. Indoor games at Boston 
above alluded to M. W. Ford’s running bop, 
step anc jump of 44 feet 1% inches was broken 
but the record was not allowed. as the run 
was onarubber matting. Aug. 6, at Boston, 
J. H. Clausen did 44 feet 5 inches fairly and 
his record was allowed. But early in Septem- 
ber Harry Jewett of the Detroit Athletic Club 
went five inches further. Then J. B. Con- 
noliy of the Boston Atbietic Associatiun 
brought the record Kast again, for at Boston, 
Sept. 25, he hop, step and jumped’’ 44 feet 
10% inches. 

CANADIAN CHAMPIONSHIPS. 

The VUanadian champivnehips, which took 
piace at Montreal, Sept. were notabie 
chiefly for the desperate 120 yards burdie race 
between Copland and Williams. Each won 
the trial heat io this event in 16 1-5s., but in 
the Anal they ran a dead hoat.in l6s., Copland 
having „ back a yard for a faise start.

ORIGINAL PACKAGE CASE, 


Judge Caldwell’s Decision in the fowa Suit— 
Ite Effect. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., Nov. 1.—Judge Oald- 
well has handed down an opinion in the 
original package case of H. M. Vanvilet of 
Iowa, in which he defends the act of Congress 
and the State law. In his opinion be says that 
the right the imperter previously had of sell- 
ing in the original package ia the State where 
the transit ends is taken away 


by the act of Congress. The 
moment the imported liquor lands 
in the State it takes the same rank with do- 
mestic liquors and enjoys no special privilege. 
The State of Iowa prohibits the sale of liquor 
and the sale of original packages could no 
more be carried on under that prohibition 
than the sale of liquors which had been made 
In the State. Congress can reguiate inter- 
State commerce bat sot intra- State 
commerce; the State may centrol internal 
commerce but not inter-State commerce. 
To the argument that the Supreme Court de- 
clared probibitery la@s unconstitutional so 
far as the sale of liquorin the original pack- 
age is concerned, Judge Caldwell says there 
are twe answers. The rst is that under the 
act of Congress the original package takes its 
place with domestic liquors upen its arrival in 
the State, and second, there is not now any 
question about the validity of those laws. The 
act of Conuress was intended to deprive the 
original package of liquor ot the immunity 
from State police power which it enjoyed as an 
articie of interstate commerce. That is what 
the Supreme Court said Cengress might do 
and that is what Cengress did.

Mr, Holman Tells Why the Werthiagton 
Machinery Is Net What the City Wust 
tor the Water Works—Why the Feeling 
on the Question In as It Is—No Changes 
In the Street Department — City Hall 
Matters. 


The pumplng engine controversy in becom 
ing more and more tangled as time goes on 
and the more the various parties interested 
are allowed to talk the worse the eituation 
grows. One side argues from one standpoint 
and the other side from another, but the cause 
of the whole business is inside the Bodrd of 
Public Improvements and dates back to the 
Murphy affair in the Coun eil. 

Mr. Murpuy is against Holman and Barnet, 
and their statements before the ‘Council 
Committee tothe effect that an engineer was 
the only man for the Street Depart- 
ment still rankles in the breast of she 
Street Commissioner. Then Commissioner 
McMath, both through obstinacy and through 
a desire tocut the younger element of the 
board, took hisstand and kept it and pro- 
poses to keep it in spite ot everything. His 
opposition to Burnet and Holman was just 
the opportunity that Murphy wanted to get 
even, and so he bitched on behind MoMath 
and voted with him. Mr. MoMath, instead 


of making all his moves in the board wrote & 
ersonal letter to Messrs. Murphy, Abie antl 
lemm, asking them to vote with as 
against Holman and Burnet. Mr. Murphy 
now claims that he voted for the Worthington 
engines because Mr. Holman would not say 
that the pumps would not do the work. 
Mr. Holman, however, did say that the plans 
were not im accordance with specifications. 
Then Mr. Murphy ciaims that there is a sav- 
ing of $40,000 which is of parameunt import- 
ance in his eyes. The four who have so far 
succeeded in the 
element in the board judged the 
case on * basis of price alone 
just as they would a letting to aspecified 
amountofa certain material. Comparative 
merit did not enter into the calculations at 
all. Messrs. Helman and Burnet had no in- 
terest in the letting beyond a desire to get the 
best. Mr. Holman being the bead of the 
Water Department was in a position 
to -kzuow better than any one elise 
what was wanted and Mr. Burnet supported 
him. Butthe majority ofthe board decided 
to force upon Mr. Holman an engine he did 
not want in spite of hisprotests. To settle 
the question of whether a man bas to be an 
engineer or not to run the board tne 
city has been forced to accept $300,000 
worth of machinery which it does not want. 
Before the committee of the Council yester- 
day a great many arguments were made on 
both sides, but the only pesitive testimony 
was that of Mr. Holman, who has for four 
months been studying the plans submitted, 
and who wrote and reviewed every line of the 
specifications. He says the orthington 
pumps plans are not in accordance with the 
specifications, and he ought to know. Messrs. 
Burnet and Holman do not want to 
give the contracts to any 

else, and are not working in 
interests of any company. The rest of the 
board are trying to get the contracts for the 
Worthinagten Co. Messrs, Holman and Burnett 
want the whole letting dene over and claim it 
is the only solution which willp utan end te 
tne everlasting squabbie.

PLENTY OF PEANUTS, 


RUMORS OF A TRUST DENIED,.AND A BIG 
CROP A8SSURED.- 


The Local “Peanut Prince’? Tells Why 
There is Ne Probability of a Combine 
Among the Dealers—The Trade Daring 
the Coming Yoar Will Amount to Over 
86 ,000,090. 


A sudden change in the prospects for the 
American peantt crop of 1890, accompanied 
by rumorsof action taken by the few great 
houses controlling the crop, has developed 
within the past few days, bringing with it a 


sort of mingling of good and evil, which will 


cause considerable figuring on the part of 
the many lovers of What may fitly be called 
the national nut. In fact, the new develop- 
ments in ‘‘goobers’’ are of a nature that 
hold the word of promise to the ear and 
break it to the bope, for, while showing a 
tremendous inorease in the supply of peanuts, 
they also hint at the formation of a ‘‘peanut 
trust, which in corralling the visible out- 
pat of the circus-goer’s friend threatens 
to infringe upon one of the. most cherished 
of American institutions. Telegraphie ad- 
vices from Norfolk, Va., this morning state 
that enough of the Virginia peanut crop has 
been gathered to support an estimate of 3,000,- 
000 bushels for the present season’s crop, and 
that this enormous estimate yesterday 
caused almest a panicin the peanut market. 
In consequence of the panicky feeling, Vir- 
ginia nuts yesterday sold as low as 
Zu cents a pound, and even further deciine 
was expected. So far, to the consumer of 
peanuts sucha development was of the most 
Kladsome and cheering nature, but the article 
closed by stating that the fermation of a pea- 
nut trust was rumored, the trust consisting of 
the leading ‘‘cleaning factories’’ of the coun- 
try, inall the principal cities, which would 
take charge of the markets and exercise a 
perfect control over the situation. 
THE PEANUT .¥FIEND’S LAMENT. 
Following the close of the circus season and 


the passage of FP. T. Barnum through &t. 
Louis on his way to winter quarters, and com- 
ing inthe van of cold weather when bot 
roasted peanuts’’ possess a peculiar attrac- 
tion as they smoke invitingly in the crucible 
ofthe street-corner Italian, the idea of a 
**peanut trust“ ie especially repugnant. It 
emplesizes the fact that the melancholy 
days have come, the saddest of the year, 
and the bulletin from Virginia will be read 
with sorrow by many. 

St. Leuis being the leading peanut market 
ofthe West, the prediction of a largely in- 
creased crop and the rumor of the formation 
ofa ‘‘peanut trust“! is of particular Sig- 
nificance in local business circles, especially as 
following tue memorable ‘‘peanut scare“ of 
Oct. 1, when a short crop seemed so inevitable 
that it was feared there would not be enough 
On receipts of the 
news from Virginia a Post- DISPATCH reporter 
started out to establish ya Nene py the alleged 
facts in the case. The local house through 
which nearly the entire Tennessee peanut 
crop is handied, and the Western couutry 
supplied with peanuts, is that of George B. 
Spear, at 317 North Second street. Mr. Spear 
was seen and talked unreservedly upen pea- 
nut prospeets fer 1890 and 1 

To dispose of the trust rumor first,’’ said 
the local peanut prince. I would say that 
there is no truth in it at present, ner is there 
any likelihood of such a trust ever being 
formed. You know there was a pean ut trust 
organization three years ago. It lasted not 
quite ene year and went to pieces two years 
ago after an experience that I think 
will prevent ite members from ever attempt- 
ing such a thing again. The peanut trade of 
the United States is controlled by ten houses, 
which Ineed not name. They are in the mar- 
kete of St. Louis, Cincinnati, Evansviile and 
Nashville for the Western crop, and Norfolk, 
8 and Smithue la, Va., for the Kast- 
ern or Virginia and North Carolina crop. 
Well, these houses were net the sort to re- 
main in a trust. The heads of some 
of them were ignorant men, too suspicious 
of all tneir competitors to believe in prices de- 
ing honestly maintained at any agreed figure 
and the consequence was that underhand out- 
ting was going on all the time. This finally 
forced a general disruption and the peanut 
trust went to pieces likea cracked peanut 
shell. The same men are inthe business to- 
day and they will never come together ina 
trust formation. There has been no 
talk about it and no £correspond- 
ence on the subject. The only way to abso- 
hutely centralize the control of the nat 
trade would be to form a syndicate and buy ail 
the houses engaged in the business. As the 
peanutcrop last year represented an agere- 
gate ef $3,500,000, and will this year reach at 
least $6,000,000, such a syndicate would have 
tobe a fairly wealthy one. This idea, how- 
ever, has never been advan as yet, and is 
on won by me as a sugeestion of what 


cou e done.
